Astroniomers explained that the 


_[ series of newly found universes {s 


composed of approximately 200 
spiral nebulae, any one of which: Is 
comparable to our own milky way. 
The faint cluster has been christened 

“Hydra No. 1." . 

Only the most exacting obscrva- 
tion, of the outer fringe of space led 
to ‘the’ important discovery. Dr. 
Edward P. Hubble directed the work 
of pointing the 100 inch Mt. Wilson 
telescope toward the Bootls nebulae, 
| previously. the most distant object 
seen by astronomers. 

By taking the Jong time exposures 
on photographic plates of that region 
of the skies, experts found some 200 
nebulae beyond the Bootis series. 

Light which made the impression 
of the photographic plates left Its 
distant source 320,000,000 ycars ogo. 
It took all that time for the light to 
travel the tremendous distance even 
though it raced at the speed of light, 
186,000 miles per second. 

. The ‘spiral nebulae were photo- 
graphed as they were at that dis- 
tant time. Since then, thay have 
been flying away from our Milky 
way and outward into space at the 
estimated speed of more than 125,000 
miles per sccond. Where this newly 

‘found serics of universes js now, no 
one knows. a 

Observers at Mt. Wllson observa- 
tory also found a white dwarf star 
during the past year which may have 
the heaviest mass of any object jn the 
skies. This dwarf, called ‘Ross 627” 
js very small but tremendously hot.

pansion to $1,750,000,000. He pre- 
dicts that 21,150 of ‘the new plancs 
will, be‘ procured by the United 
States, Great Britain, Russia, France, 
Germany, Ituly and Japan.

Constitution 
and explains the wide powers 
still held by the Governor, 


NTIL 1931, the Constitution of 

Ceylon was of the Crown Colony 
type, the government being’ vested 
in a Governor assisted by executlve 
and legtalative councils, 


In July 1931, by the Ceylon (State 
Council), a new constitution was 
formulated. The two former coun- 
cells were replaced by a State Council 
having ‘ executlve and legislative 
functions -and consisting of three 
oMicers: of State (namely the chief 
secretary, the financinl secretary and 
the Icgal secretary), fifty members 
clected on the’ territorial basis, and 
not more than eight nominated 
members “to make the State Cotincil 
more generally representative of th 
national interests.” c 


The franchise ts very wide. All 
British subjects over twenty-one 


years of age who are domiciled in]. 


Ceylon may vote, Other persons 
may also vote if they possess n cer- 
taln. literacy and property quallfica- 
tlons, or If they have received a 
certificate of permanent settlement 
from a Government agent. 


On the. first assembly of the new 
Council seven “executive com- 
mittces” of equal strength are elected 
by | the members by secret bailot 
from thelr totnt number excluding 
the oMcers of State and the Speaker. 


Each committee is charged with 
the administration of one of the 
following groups of subjects:—(1) 
Home Affairs, (2) Agriculture and 
Lands; (3) Local Administration; 
(4) Health; (6) Labour, Industry, 
und Commerce; (6) Education; (7) 
Communication and Works, Ench 
committee ‘elects its own chalrman 
as minister for the subjects adminis-

NTIL 1931 the Constitution of 
Ceylon was of the Crown Colony 
type, the government being vested 


in-a Governor assisted by executive 
and legislative councils, 


‘In July 1931, by the Coylon (Stato 
Council), 2 new constitution was 
formulatgd, The two former coun- 
ells were replaced by a State Council 
having . executive and legislative 
functions. ond consisting of three 
oMcers of State (namely the chief 
secretary,’ tho finonclal seerctary and 
the legal secretary), fifty” members 
elected on the territorial basis, and 
not more than elght nominated 
members “to make the State Councell 
more generally representative of the 
national Interests.”

The Growth of Profits Tax on the 
whole Is considered cquitable, - It Is

It is believed that this tax may 
induce holders of shares in British 
holding companies, controlling. non- 
British subsidlarles, to .exchange 
parent shares for those of the sub- 
sidlarles. 


The Budget clarifies the monetary
